Bernard was born at Jambaroo NSW and his birth was registered Kiama 1856. 


Bernard and Mary Ann were married in St Michaels RC Church 17 Cumberland St Sydney on the 4th 
December 1879. 

At the time of his marriage Bernard listed his occupation as a builder and resided at Moss Vale NSW. Mary 
Ann listed her occupation as servant and resided in Sydney. Witnesses at the wedding were Peter 
McGlinchey and Rosie Milford. 


In July of 1886 Bernard and Mary were shown to be living in Byron Bay. Here is occupation was listed as a 
carpenter. 


Northern Star (Lismore, NSW) 
He appeared in the Lismore Police Court on the 14th July 1886 as the complainant on an alledged stealing 


matter. The court ruled against him. 


Birth Certificate of John Joseph "Cobber" Moss shows that Bernard listed his occupation as Hotel Keeper. 
John Joseph was born at Missenden Road Camperdown NSW. Mary was shown as 32 years of age.

From the information obtained from both the Tithe Applotment Books of Ireland and Griffiths Valuation of 
Ireland I was able to identify Edward McMenamin (spelt McMenemin in Aust see Marriage Certificate it is 
unknown which is the correct spelling) as coming from the Townland of ' Meencargagh", Parish of 
Termonamongan Ct Tyrone, Ireland 


Mary Arrived in Sydney on the 22nd October 1875 as an unassisted immigrant on the sailing ship " Samuel 
Plimsoll". Her age was listed as 18 years and occupation as a General Servant and native of Ct Tyrone 
Ireland. (From this I have assumed her DOB to Abt 1857) 


On her immigration papers it shows that Mary could read and write.

As Susan (Susannah) was only 15 years at the time Bernard sighned giving his consent for the marriage. 
Witnesses to the wedding were Bernard Moss and a Nellie Peoples. 


General Notes: Child - Francis Moss [1878 


On the 26th October 1915 Francis enlisted in the AIF. He had his parent's written consent. 


Bernard and Mary both signed a letter on the 20th October 1915 giving their consent to his serving in the 
AIF. 


He listed the following information, his address was Woolgoolga NSW, and he was a natural born citizen, 
and a "timber getter" by occupation. He listed his age as 20 years and 3 months. He was not married and his 
next of kin were his mother and father, Bernard Moss care of the Post Office, Woolgoolga. 


After further training he was then sent to France with reinforcements arriving there on the 28th March 1917 
and attached to the 37th Battalion, 10th Brigade, of the 3rd Division A.I.F. 


The 37th battalion fought in its first major battle at Messines, in Belgium, between then 7th and the 9th of 
June 1917. The battalion fought in another two major attacks in this sector - the battle of Broadside on 4 
October and the battle of Passchendaele which commenced on the 12 October 1917. 

He was sent to England for treatment and rehabilitating.

On the 15th August 1918, Francis returned to France and rejoined his unit. His battalion along with the 3rd 
Division had continued to play an active role in the battle on the Western Front into August 1918, 
advancing along the Somme Valley. On the 20th August 1918 he was again wounded and sent back to 


hospital in England for treatment. 


On the 12th December 1918 Francis was returned to Australia on the "HMAT Somali" arriving on the 14th 
February 1919. 


Francis Moss was discharged from the Army on the 26th March 1919 as medically unfit. 


General Notes: Child - Henry "Harry" Moss [1883 


Henry "Harry" Moss was born to Bernard and Mary Moss nee McMenemin at Woolgoolga in 1898. He 
worked with his father in the area. 


At some time prior to 1929 Henry Moss commenced at relationship with Lily Grant nee Stevens. Lily fell 
pregnant to Henry. Lily's husband Sellwood Hammerton Smith sued for divorce naming Henry Moss as co 
respondant. 


Henry and Lily left Australia on the ship the "Largs Bay " arriving in Southampton Sth May 1929. 


He and Lilly lived at 185 Manor Farm Rd Bittrene Park Southampton her family home. His occupation is 
listed as a labourer aged 29 at the time. 


Their daughter Mary Mastella Moss born 13th August 1929. Henry and Lily Stevens never married.

"The Presbyterian Church, Clifton Street, North Rockhampton, was the scene of a pretty wedding when 
Alice, third daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. W. Webster, Yorkshire, England, was married to Harry, fifth 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Moss, Woolgoolga, New South Wales. The Rev. H. F. Baartz performed the 
ceremony. Entering the church with Mr. J. Jackson, of Etna Creek, who gave her away, the bride, looked 
charming in an ankle length ivory mariette frock, inlet with godets and featuring a yoke of embroidered tulle 
lace. She also wore a beautiful Brussels net veil, lent by Mrs. Taylor, of Mt. Isa, the bride being the 59th to 
wear the veil. The bride also carried a bouquet of white Scotch heather, roses and lilies with touches of pink 
ribbon and tulle and finished with silver horseshoes and white satin ribbon. On leaving the church the bride 
was presented with a horseshoe by Miss Lexie Lomas. Miss Molly Waters, who attended as bridesmaid, 
chose an ankle-length frock of lemon floral georgette featuring shirred puffed sleeves and a panelled flared 
skirt. Her lemon crinoline straw hat was in harmony with her frock. A bouquet of frangipani and blue and 
lavender hydrangea tied with lemon ribbon complete her toilette. Her gift from the bridegroom was a gold 
brooch. Mr. Stanley Grange was best man. After the ceremony Mr. and Mrs. Moss's health was drunk at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. L. Lomas, Kirkland Street. The bridal party then motored to Etna Creek, 
where the breakfast was held at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Kraatz. The wedding cake was made 
by the bride's aunt. The future home of Mr. and Mrs. Moss will be Woolgoolga. The bride travelled in a 
blue floral uncrushable crepe frock with a blue swagger coat and hat to match." QLd BDM Ref

Granted 

Edgar Frederick Langley, meet worker, of North Rockhampton, was granted an eviction order by Mr. R. 
Power. SM, at yesterday's Court of Petty Sessions against Henry and Alice Moss in respect to a house in 
Higson Street, North Rockhampton. The respondents were given a month to vacate the house. 

Mr. E. H. Larcombe (instructed by Mr. A. D. Cooper) appeared for the applicant and Messer's Grant and 
Simpson for the respondents. 

Edgar Frederick Langley said the house was his wife s property, and it was let to the respondents in 1941. 
He had three children and they all resided with his wife's parents in a six-roomed house which altogether 
gave shelter to 11 people. His brother-in law, Albert Golightly, had been a prisoner of war and when they 
had news of his release during 1945, he warned the respondents that he would require the house for his own 
use. The respondents had told him on a number of occasions that they had prospects of securing a house, 
but they had not materialised. He had told them of an empty house but they refused it, Henry Moss stating 
that it was not fit for blacks. 

The respondents both gave evidence of attempts to secure a house. Henry Moss said he had not attempted 
to secure board for himself and his wife as it would mean storing his furniture. 

The SM ruled that the greater hardship was on the applicant and entered judgement accordingly.
